F. No. 1PC/4/5 (155)/85-88.— Undet lndo-US Memorandum of Understanding import of certain specified 
capital goods, raw materials, components etc,, is subject to U.S. Export Control Regulations. US suppliers of such 
items are required to obtain an oxport licence for the purpose of which import certificates arc icquiixd to be sent by 
the Indian importers to the US supplier in accordance with the Memorandum of Understand mg between the Govern¬ 
ments of India and the United States. 

2. In pursuance of the above, airangemonts have been made for issue of import certificates by the following 
designated Import Certificate Issuing Authorities (I.C.l A.):— 

(i) The Department of ElocLroniCs for import of computer and computer b,i>cd systems. 

(u) The Directorate General of Technical Development for organised sector units registered under it. (Ex.ept 
for import of computers and computer based systems). - 

(iii) The Ministry of Defence—for defence related items. 

(iv) The Chief Controller of Imports & Exports—for small scale industries and entities not covered above. 

(v) The Embassy of India, Washington, DC—on behalf of any of the above. 

. 3. Request for grant of Import Certificate, in all cases, is to be made in the Proforma annexed to this Public 
No.axs Such request would be submitted by the importers, to the concerned Import Certificate Issuing Authority 
(I.C.I.A.), as specified in paiagraph 2 above. 

4. Universities, Research & Development organisations, hospitals and other institutions, who are eligible to 
import most of their requirements under Open General Licence, and private importers who are interested in import 
of items listed under Open General Licence, are required to apply for issue of an import licence, in torm> of the pro¬ 
visions contained in sub-paragraph 274 (2) of the Hand Book of Procedures, 1938-91. The application for import 
licence may be submitted, alongwith the request for grant of import certificate, to the concerned l.C.I.A. I.C.L As 
would issue the import certificate and forward the certificate alongwith the import application to the Office of the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports certifying that the item is allowed for import under Open General Licence. 
The Office of CCI&E would issue the import licence alongwith the import certificate to the concerned applicant. 

5. In case of small scale units, request for grant of import certificate alongwith import application for import 
of OGL items, other than computers and computer based systems, may be submitted through the Office of Develop¬ 
ment Commissioner (Small Scale Industries). The Office of DC (SSI) would recommend giant of import certifi¬ 
cate, certifying that the item sought to be imported is under OGL. Based on this recommendation, the Office of the 
CCI&E will issue import certificate and the import licence to the applicant. 
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6. la case of import of licensable items, normal procedure as laid down in the Import—Export Policy and Hand 
Book of Procedures will be required to be followed. Separately, the request for import certificate may also be made 
to the concerned Import Certificate Issuing Authorities. On the basis of the recommendation from the Import Cer¬ 
tificate Issuing Authorities, the Office of CCI&E would issue the import certificate, after incorporating the conditions 
contained in import certificate, in the import licence. However, in case of small scale units, for import of licensable 
items, request for import certificate need not be routed through DC (SSI). 

7. Under the current Import and Export Policy the units located in Export Processing Zones and Free Tiade 
Zones are allowed to import their requirements under Open General Licence as per the terras and conditions given 
in the letter of approval issued by the concerned Development Commissioner of the concerned zones. Stch units 
will also be required to obtain import certificates, for import of the controlled items from United Spates of Am idea. 
Import Certificates will be issued by the Office of the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports on the basis of th; re¬ 
commendation of the Development Commissioner of the concerned zones. In the case of camputer and computer 
based system import certificate will be issued by the Deptt. of Electronics, on the basis of recommendation from th; 
Development Commissioner of the concerned zone. Requests for grant of certificates in the prescribed form are 
to be made to the concerned D :velopment Commissioner. 

8. In case of 100% Export Oriented Unit, the Import—Export Policy provides for import of necessary capital 
goods and raw materials Jc , undei Open General Licence as per the term; and conditions contained in the latter of 
approval issued by the SIA, Department of Industrial Development. In their Cass also import certificate will be 
issued by the Office of CCI&E after th; MOU conditions have been incorpoiated in the latter of approval.
